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Shepilov Asks Visits 


With US. 


Inerease 


Insists on Toned-Down Press 


As Must for 


Better Relations

MOSCOW, July 5—Dmitri T. Shepilov insisted today 
that there was “‘a very broad basis” for not only “nor- 
malization” but “rapprochement” with the United States. 


The new foreign minister, in 
his first extended question and 
answer session with correspond- 
ents on Soviet-American rela- 
tions, demanding a toning down 
of the American press and radio 
as ‘“‘an essential condition.’’ 

But the ‘“‘most important and 
urgent steps to be taken,” he 
declared, was for increased ex- 
changes and contacts between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

WANTS TO MEET DULLES 

He revealed that he himself 
will seek contact with Secretary 
of State Dulles in the fall. Shepi- 
lov said that he would go to the 
United Nations General Assembly 
meeting in November as his next 
mission away from the Sovict 
Union. 

Shepilov, former editor of

By 
midnight Wednesday, 131 had died in a 
span of 24 hours. If the holiday drown- 
ings are added, the total of lives lost 
was 242. 

The airplane disaster created, quite 
naturally, national horror and grief. But 
since highway killings come in smaller 
lots of two or three or five or six at a 
time, we seem to be much less excited 
by them. 

The holiday deaths came in the face 
of a national campaign for safety and 
all-out drives by police and highway 
patrols to prevent deaths. They did a 
good job. But no way yet has been 
found to seal off normal drivers from 
the crazy fools who drive at excessive 
speed, pass on hills, curves and who cre- 
ate almost all the death dealing hazards. 

Until the reckless speeder and the 
drunk driver are treated for what they 
are— potential murderers—and given 
prison sentences to fit, we will continue 
t6 have the shocking statistics of July 4.

Gen. Nathan F. Twining, chief of 
staff for air, has returned from Russia 
and reported to President Eisenhower. 

Gist of his observations on Commue- 
nist strength seems to be that Russia 
already has more warplanes than the 
United States and is catching up in qual- 
ity. The general also saw enough of 
Soviet atomic installations to say they 
were “impressive” and there was no 
reason to doubt she has the atomic and 
nuclear weapons about which she has 
boasted.

More and more it looks as if Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson and Director of 
the Budget Dodge are determined to play 
politics with the defense budget. The 
Congress, we trust, will put the country’s 
security first.

The Position of Iceland 
Becomes a Bit Clearer 


Despite—maybe because of—all our 
many technical aids which permits the 
ear and eye to be assaulted with news al- 
most the moment it occurs, we too often 
do an inadequate job. 

Iceland’s so-called ‘‘anti-American” 
vote of a few days ago is an example. 
The manner in which the news was re- 
ported gave the impression of a trend to- 
ward communism and of definite anti- 
Americanism. 

Now, belatedly, we are getting the 
facts. One wonders why they are late 
and why the state department long ago 
did not do something about them. 

The business done by the_ United 
States in constructing and maintaining a 
large air base in Iceland was in the main 
handled by one contractor. He did busi- 
ness by subcontracting out parcels of 
work to Icelandic firms, many of them 
created for the purpose. The profits were 
large. The Independence Party (a busi- 
ness party roughly comparable to the 
GOP in this country) was reaping most cf 
the benefits. Automobiles multiplied. So 
did luxury goods. Costs of items went 
steadily upward. 

Meanwhile; Icelandic farmers and labor 
groups were feeling the pinch. Little 
of the profits reached them. A coalition of 
farmer-labor interests, similar to those 
we know in the Dakotas in our own 
country, joined to defeat the Independ- 
ence Party. They do want the U.S. troops 
to leave. They do not demand abandon- 
ment of the base. 

They would be willing to have a small 
NATO force there. They do not wish the 
Amertcans to leave because they, the Ice- 
landers, are against the United States 
but because the presence of so large a 
force upsets their way of life and their 
economy. 

They do not want work at the base 
halted. They do want it to be done in 
such a manner that a few members of 
the Independence Party won't receive 
most of the benefits. 

All this can be done if we. have the 
imagination and leadership. In fact, all 
this should have been done months ago. 
It is another example of the fact that our 
state department lets too many things 
drift on the rocks.

Numerous times it has become 
necessary to halt trial proceedings 
due to the fact that trucks make 
so much noise that neither the wit- 
ness, judge or lawyers can be 
heard. 

At present under the Georgia law 
there is no provision requiring a 
truck-tractor, as defined under the 
Uniform Act Regulating Traffic on 
Highways, to be equipped with a 
muffler to reduce the noise of the 
exhaust from the motor. 

] quote below the pertinent sec- 
tion of the Code of Georgia: 

Section 68-1717. Mufflers, 
vention of noise. 

(a) Every motor vehicle shall 
at all times be equipped with a 
muffler in good working order and 
in constant operation to prevent 
excessive or unusual noise and an- 
noying smoke, and no person shall 
use a muffler cut-out, bypass, or 
Similar device upon a motor ve- 
hicle on a highway, except that 
this section shall not apply to trac- 
tors. 

One thing I have noticed is that 
trucks operating on an interstate 
basis do have proper mufflers and 
the trucks that are operating on 
an intrastate basis almost 100 per 
cent do not have mufflers.

The State Primary Promises 
Little Excitement This Year 


Though it will result in the nomination of the first new United 
States senator from Georgia in almost a quarter of a century, the 
state Democratic primary on Sept. 12 will have to depend on con- 
gressional races for real excitément, if any, 


The nomination of former Gov. 
Herman Talmadge in the Demo- 
cratic primary, tantamount to 
election in Georgia, will be hard- 
ly more than a formality, 


He faces only token opposition. 

In being nominated successor 
to retiring Sen. Walter George, 
present dean of the U.S. Senate, 
Gov. Talmadge will be the first 
new“ senator from Georgia since 
Richard B. Russell was selected 
in 1932. 

Any close. contests in the Sep- 
tember balloting for seats in the 
85th Congress will come from the 
half-dozen races where incumbent 
Georgia members of the House of 
Representatives face opposition. 

Among the six incumbent U.S. 
representatives facing opposition 
is Carl Vinson of our own Sixth 
District. His seat is being con- 
tested by Carter S. Baldwin, 
Milledgeville, former solicitor 
general of the Ocmulgee Judicial 
Circuit. 

Vinson has been a member 
of the House of Representatives 
since 1914 and as a result of his 
great seniority serves as chair- 
man of the powerful House Armed 
Services Committee. 

' He is one of the most respected 
and influential men in the legisla: 
tive branch of the national gov- 
ernment and it is inconceivable 
that the voters of the 16 counties 


comprising the Sixth District will 
deprive themselves of further 
service and benefits of Vinson’s 
high position in Washington. 

In the First District, located in 
the eastern section of the state, 
Rep.

Lowe and Forrest Williams, both 
of Atlanta.

Congress Reviving 


River Development 


WASHINGTON—Once again 


the Democratic 
Party in Congress has decided to seize upon and 
project further the vision first glimpsed by a 

Republican president half a century ago, Theodore Roosevelt, 


Republican—and to the votes of 
the country the continuing need for 
an effective mutual aid program 
to counter new Soviet tactics. 

It always seemed to me a mis- 
take Eisenhower and the other of- 
ficials of the administration, with 
the exception of Harold Stassen, 
were so chary of giving clear 
credit to the Marshall Plan for the 
tremendous dividends it paid the 
United States in security and sav- 
ings and in European solidarity. 

Although Eisenhower has briefly 
spoken contrariwise at one or two 
press conferences, he let the fal- 
lacy that foreign aid is a ‘‘give- 
away’ program become’ widely 
accepted during the past three 
yvears without vigorously counter- 
ing it. This is why his own mutual 
aid program came within an inch 
of going down the drain in Con- 
gress during the past few weeks. 

There is no justification for any 
giveaway of the American tax- 
pavers’ money. 

The Marshall Plan devoted 12 
billion dollars to saving Western 
Europe from economic disintegra- 
tion. It was a prudent investment. 
Ii Western Europe had come un- 
der the domination of the Krem- 
lin in 1948—and it was near to it 
—nothing we could have done 
would have compensated for the 
loss. Instead of spending 12 billion 
dollars in four years to avert it, 
we would be spending at least 12 
billion dollars more every year to 
defend against the consequences, 


and 


transformed into reality on several fronts by two of its own presidents, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry §. Truman. 


This is the public development 
of our great river systems for 
reclamation, navigation and pro- 
duction of hydroelectric power 
which has been stifled by the Ei- 
senhower administration.

In no other area has the Fisen- 
hower administration surrendered 
so supinely to big business and 
finance with which the vast utility 
monopoly is intertwined. 


Luckily there is Congress and 
there is the Democratic Party 
that controls it and is looking for 
issues in this election year. It -has 
found its opportunity in two areas 
of greatest undeveloped potential 
—one in the Northwest, one in the 
Northeast — and the leadership 
has pushed bills for each forward 
in the last few weeks. 

One is the bill for Hell's Canyon, 
which has been approved in the 
last several days by: the interior 
committees of both House and 
Senate and now is on the calen- 
dar in both branches for final ac- 
tion. 
This would 


measure authorize 


federal construction of a high dam 
across the Snake River along the 
Oregon-Idaho border at Hell’s Can- 
yon as recommended by the Army 
Engineers. It was their verdict 
that this is the best way to utilize 
all the potentials of the Snake 
River for flood control, recreation 
and production of hydroelectric 
power. 

By passing this bill, Congress 
would annul the administration 
scheme, originally pushed by for- 
mer Secretary of Interior Doug- 
las McKay and rubber-stamped by 
the Federal Power Commission, 
that called for private develop- 
ment through three low dams by 
the Idaho Power Co., a Maine core 
poration, absentee-owned, 

The other project, that in the 
Northeast, is the 440-million-dollar 
redevelopment of the Niagara Riv- 
er to produce 1,500,000 kilowatts 
of power. 

This is not a federal enterprise 
but would be developed by the 
New York Power Authority, a 
State agency, under terms of the 
Buckley - Lehman Bill which 
passed the Senate in mid-May. 

Both the Niagara and Hell's Can- 
yon developments are sound, self- 
liquidating enterprises. The sav- 
ings by the economic operation 
possible in each would mean much 
to the consumer's budget in this 
era of high living costs.

Dear Mrs. Ricker: 

My wife and I have a very 
serious problem confronting us. 
We have a son who is 17 years 
old. He joined the air force with 
our permission and is stationed 


about a thousand miles from 
here. He always has been a good 
boy and has had a couple of girl 
friends but nothing came of it. 


Last week we received a letter 
from him saying he has fallen 
in love with a girl he has known 
only four weeks. She is only 15 
and has asked him to marry 
her. He says he wants to marry 
her before he goes overseas, 
which will be in about two 
months. He will be overseas 
about three years, 

He was going to night school 
to complete his education but 
she wanted him to quit, so he 
did. He has a fairly good car but 
she wants him to sell it and get 
a better one. She is not a mem- 
ber of a church, her parents are 
divorced and she lives with her 
grandmother. I wrote our boy a 
nice letter saying I thought they 
were too young to be married, 
and he could not really know the 
girl in four weeks time. 


He is coming home next month 
on a furlough. He will be 18 by 
then and says he is going to 
marry the girl when he goes 
back. My wife has worried her- 
self sick over this problem, We 
are not selfish parents, we want 
the boy to marry some day and 
be as happy as we are. Am I 
wrong because I don’t like the 
looks of things? 


Isn't there something parents 
can do about a situation like this 
before it is too late? My boy 
wrote us that he spoke to the 
parish priest and he advised him 
not to be hasty but this girl 
wants him to mafry her before 
he goes overseas. I will look for 
an answer in your. column. 
Thanks a million! 


Your son is obviously about to 
make a serious mistake — one 
which he will regret the rest of 
his life. It is risky enough for a 
boy of 18 to marry but for a 
girl of 15 to try to assume, the 
responsibilities of wife, and per- 
haps mother, is even worse. 

The youngsters will be sepa- 
rated for three long years while 
your son is overseas, because the 
air force will not transport the 
wives of enlisted personnel. These 
reasons, plus the fact that the 
boy cannot adequately support a 
wife to say nothing of a possible 
offspring on an enlisted man’s 
pay, should be enough to change 
his mind — but there are still 
others. 

The girl is obviously immature 
and is considering marriage as 
she would a new toy. She cer- 
tainly is not thinking of the boy's 
best interests when she discour- 
ages his finishing his education. 
Furthermore, she should finish 
school herself. 

As for him buying another car

After you have pointed out all 
the things which are against his 
plans to marry and he sstill 
stubbornly refuses to agree 
with you there is little you can 
do but hope and pray for the 
best.

The committee members had 
written Mr. Eisenhower May 24 
urging an increase in production 
of fissionable materials. They said 
the additional supplies could be 
stockpiled in an ‘‘atomic bank” 
and used for military or peace- 
time purposes. 

The proposal was advanced by 
Anderson. Sen. Henry M. Jackson 
(D-Wash) and Rep. Melvin Price 
(D-Ill). Mr. Eisenhower's reply 
apparently was signed while he 
was in Walter Reed Army Med- 
ical Center recovering from his 
abdominal surgery. 

Mr. Eisenhower said any Sig- 
nificant hike in scheduled atomic 
production rates would require 
increased uranium ore supplies 
and new production facilities. 

He said an accelerated program 
also. would involve ‘‘recruitment 
of scarce technical manpower’ 
and the appropriation and ex- 
penditure of “‘large construction 
and operating funds.” 

“Even assuming the availability 
of additional ore supplies, several! 
years would elapse before these 
efforts could increase production, 
and additional time would have 
to pass before a _ considerable 
stock of fissionable material could 
be produced,” the Presiden said. 

“I consider our fissionable ma- 
terial much too valuable to be 
placed in an atomic Fort Knox, 
for in existing world conditions 
the weapons stockpile must con- 
tinue have first call,”"” Mr.
